Highlighting the program
was guest pianist.

Hold Ceremonies At Rancho 
San Pedro Industrial Site

More than 300 leading industralists, financiers and 
principal executives from many of Los Angeles county'* 

most, important business enterprises met Thursday, De­ 
cember 6 at the Rancho San Pedro industrial development 
near Compton to participate in
ceremonies marki; c M • *> near* 
completion of SUSHUH Road, a 
major thoroughfare wjfhin the 
project.

The notable group later at- 
tended a reception at the Vir­ 
ginia Country Club In Long 
Bench where their hosts were 
officials of the Del A mo. Car­ 
son and Dominguez Estate com­ 
panies, owners of the develop­ 
ment.

Talks were made at the site 
starting at 2 p.m. by Burton W. 
Chace, county supervisor, and 
by three officials of the Estate 
companies whOvse holding com­ 
prise the 1300 acre site.

Speakers were Introduced by 
C. N. Crawford, general man­ 
ager of the Dominguez Estate 
company vvho served as master 
of ceremonies, and who stated 
that the Rancho San Pedro 
project has become known as a 
model industrial development 
due to its detailed planning and 
the control exercised over plant 
architecture, parking, signs, site 
maintenance and many techni­ 
cal details.

Also speaking was Thomas C. 
Cooper, secretary of the Carson 
Estate company and a great- 
great grandson of Juan Jose 
Dominguez, to whom the orig­ 
inal grant of 46,000 acres of 
land was made in 1784.

Cooper slated that a 50-acre 
site in t'he Rancho San Pedro 
has been acquired by the Kauff- 
man-Wilson Construction com­ 
pany for the purpose of build­ 
ing 300 single-family dwellings.

In addition to the housing 
development, plans are being

formulated tor an 11-acre com- 
mercial center adjacent to the 
homes. These structures will b» 
handled by the Raneho on a 
build-leas^ basis. Cooper stated.

Completion of the above ad» 
ditions will give Rancho San 
Pedro a balance seldom achieved 
in an industrial development in 
which Jobs, shopping facilities 
and homes are contained with* 
in one compact pre-planned area 
according to a master blueprint,' 
it was pointed out.

Cooper concluded his remarks 
by welcoming two of the*most 
recent firms to start plants in 
the project. Westinghouse Elec­ 
tric corporation and th« J. A. 
Folger company.

The bank offered an interest 
rate of 4 per cent with a pre­ 
mium of $8,529. Payment of the 
premium will reduce the inter- 
est to a net of 3.97 per cent, 
Chace said.

Funds realized from the sale 
of the bonds according to 
Chase, will be used to finance 
the construction of a, new high 
school on Pacific Coast High­ 
way, one mile west of Haw­ 
thorne blvd.
